In 
one initance 1 «*ve his exuct word*, and am 
ulnuist certain that lit) will find by referring to 
hi* manuscript that this passage was correctly 
given. 


Hut, Sir, I still hold thnt the tendency of Mr. 


F.'* discourse wns to throw contempt upon 
those person* who rcniated the enforcement of 
the Futjitive Slave Law, in Milwaukee, and in 
support of the doctrine that "Congress mid the 
U. S. Supreme Court nrn the immovable foun- 
dation of all civil law": and I maintain that 
hi* reply, so far from removing these imputa- 
tion*, very ttrongly fortifies this position. What 
do such pniiage* a* the following mean: "The 
agitation going on/in this and other Status in 
regard to the Fugitive Slave Law, may be fol- 
lowed by result* which uuither the strung 
friend* of the law, nor it* most active opponent* 
have yot sufficiently thought." " I would reli- 
giously avoid all mob* and violent opposition to 
It." " If the law is wrong, let us lay its un- 
rlghtousites* before the people in a clear ntid 
forcible manner, until tho law be amended or 
repealed." 
Do they not plainly teach that 


•lave hunter* are allowed to do their hellish 
work in our midst, without molestation or re- 
sistance, and that God'* law i* to be put aside, 
to permit tbe execution of man'* taw, when 
obedience to the former would lead tu a viola- 
tion of tho latter, and hence to "mobs and vio- 
lent commotion* f" Tnlk of amendmg a Slave 
Law! No, no, learned divine, slave laws sho'd 
never be made, and when put in operation sho'd 
be resisted as openly and boldly as a despotic 
decree of the Czar, if attempted to bo execut- 
ed in the State of Wisconsin. 


I appeal to your candid judgment, Mr. Editor, 


I appeal to the Hnblniied mind of the public, if 
the extract* which Mr. F. himself make* from 
hi* discourse do not furnish ground for every 
one of the inference* which I deduced from it. 
Where lithe brave, outspoken word agnintt 
this odiou* law ; where the intimation that it 
trample* upon tho deareit and most sacred 
right* of man, and stands out in plain contradic- 
tion to the Higher Law; where the bold deni- 
al of its claims, and theexpreued determination 
to resist It* unrighteous encroachments ' All 
tbi* wo would havu expected from a minister 
of Christ, In (peaking of tbe Fugitive Slave 
Law ; but on the contrary, the glorious and 
magnanimout doctrine of 'pasiite reiistancu' It 
recommended for'our practice.

Mr. F. taburi very hard to lot it be 
known that he expre*tly said bo would not uhey 
the law, but such obedience a* he preache* 
would not go far In rondering the law a nullity. 
It would undoubtedly rank u* on the Bide of 
those who "religiously avoid inobiand violent 
commotions," but it would not place us on the 
s'du of Freedom. To talk of abhorring and dis- 
obeying the law, and yet stand by with folded 
arm* andt>e It* victim* dragged into bondage, 
i* the lamest apology which a man could posai- 
bly *et up In defenio of hi* hypocritical and 
traitorous conduct.

Amtuimrmtt t* the Bsmklfi* Law 


Mr. Gary of Oibkosb, chairman of the com 


mi t tee on bank* and banking, reported a bill in 
the Assembly, yesterday, amendatory of the 
banking law. The following is a synopsi* of it 
provisions: 


$ J. Repeals seotion* *ix,aeven, eight, nine 


ten and eleven of tbe General Banking Law- 
all the portion relating to receiving Rail Road 
bond* in lien of public ttocks a* a basic for 
banking. 


$ 2. Pint ides that the Bank Comptroller 


may demand additional of new iiiretie* to the 
bonds given by bank director* or itock holders 
on the formation of a banking association, at 
provided for in lection 17 of tho banking law 
should fan deem it proper. 


$3. Require* the Comptroller to call for 


additional securities, whenever any portion o 
them deposited with him shall be depreeiatei 
below their value, when deposited, for thirty 
dnya. 


$ 4. Provide* that no bank shall hereafter 


bo incorporated with an aggregate capital stock 
oflcw than f 50,000, nor withdraw securities 
deposited so a* to leave le«* than tbat amount 
with the Comptroller, nnlo** they deposit** an 
equal amount of ipecir. 


$ 5 and 6. Authorise tho Comptroller, in ad- 


dition to the semi-annual atateneat, to require 
a like statement from every bank on thn In 
Monday ot any other month beiide* thete pro- 
vided in the banking law. No bank, however, 
I* required to make such report more than four 
time* in one year—the Comptroller to provid 
a form for inch report*. 


J 7. Provide! that bank* may receive tbe 


inme rate of interest* on loan* a* individual*. 


The bill further provide* for wibnitting the 


amendment* to a vote of the people at the nest 
general election.—M*4*»o* Jnnul.
